Socialism is a condi- 
tion of the body politic whose diagnosis 
can be made with us much exactness as 
typhoidfever. When taxation is light and 
work is easy to get, there is very little of it 
inacountry. When taxes are heavy and 
work is scarce Socialism is prevalent. In 
fact, the amoumt of these peculiar doc- 
taines in aland forms an excellent socio- 
barometer of its condition. 
congress Of _ the ted 
party from the whole world has 
been called to meet at Zurich in 
1881 to take counsel together on the needs 
of the order. In Switzerland the Social- 
ists have always had their headquarters; 
their propaganda has been at Geneva for 
years and it isonly proper that they should 
assemble in the little Republic, the only 
place in Europe where the authorities will 
give them rest for the soles of their feet. 
Wrong-headed as their ideas mostly are, 
and full of phantems and hopeless radi- 
calism; the Socialistic party in Europe 
deserves a certain moral support and en- 
dorsement from happy America as the only 
movement inthe right direction toward 
the ultimate dethroning of all kings and 
breakimg down of all aristocracies. The 
people of Europe are knit together by the 
international society ina web which their 
hereditary rulers have never understood. 
The old red-shirt of Caprera has more love 
for humanity in his heart—has sacrificed 
more for the brotherhood of man—than all 
the apostles of law and order, than all the 
upholders of vested rights since the 
world began. Here in America we can ap- 
preciate clearly the fact that Socialism is 
apt to go too far; itis too radical. Could 
they have their way with Europe the Reds 
would need protection from themselves 
worse than they need it now from des- 
potism. But there are other elements 
in Old World society which would certamly 
give stability to the mass. If the break- 
ing down process were not carried too 
far—and it is questionable whether the re- 
sistance would notprevent its going too 
far—the United States of Europe would 
not be a political Utopia. Every one who 
knows the course of history knows that 
the time will come when Europe will be 
all republican. The embers of democracy 
are alive and glowing in every kingdom, 
waiting but the breath of the Liberator to 
calltheminto flame. Socialism has its 
uses now in preparing the people, im 
mouhding the masses into a love of Free- 
dom and Human Rights, two important 
things which neither Latin nor Teuton 
has yet fully grasped; but when this gospel 
has been preached and received by the 
serfs, the peasants and the toilers the mis- 
sion of the Internationalists will have been 
accomplished. The excesses of the Reign 
of Terror have proved that these teachers 
are not the men tO guide a revolution. It 
must be the sober second thought of Eu- 
rope that will free the Old World and keep 
itfree. The difference is the difference 
between Theory and Practice, and that dif- 
ference the French and Swiss Republics 
have already learned.

He was 
met by defenders of Protection who well 
understood that their pet theory was in 
danger, and that when Congress decreed | 
that shipbuilding. should be mace’ free 
there were other things that the producing 
people of the West and South 
would ask to have placed upon the 
free schedule. Inthe interest of general 
prosperity it is to be hoped that the Bos- 
ton convention will be able to impress 
Congress with the importance of removing 
the embargo from our ship-yards. It would 
do the American heart good to once more 
see the stars and stripes illuminating the 
breezy nooks and corners of the world. 
But we can’t resist the opportunity to re- 
mark that when Protection reaches the 
point that it becomes Prohibition, its bless- 
ings are not always appreciable outside of 
the iron trade.

A CONTRIBUTOR very justly complains in 
another column about the inconvenient 
bob-tail cars on the Fourteenth street 
line. Under its charter the Lindell Com- 
pany has no right to run cars without coa- 
ductors.

The spectacie now publicly presented to the 
country of a powerful combination ot wealthy 
menin the great cities, formed tor the sole 
purpose of carrying the pending elections by 
the free use of money, is well calculated to 
give pause to all controversy in the contem- 
plation of a most serious danger to our institu- 
tions. In less than a hundred years since the 
organization of the Government, corruption is 
openly proclaimed as the last resource of a 
condemned party to retain possession of 
power. 

Before the civil war, the ordinary cost of 
running a Presidential campaign did not much 
exceed twenty-five thousand dollars, and 
much of thissum was expended by the National 
Committees for printing and other regular 


fontribute more than that eum to advance 
whatthey believe to be their personal iater- 
ests through success Of the party. 

‘The prodigality, corruption and excesses of 
Republican ruie required thé managers to 
make large expenditures in order to preserve 
their ascendancy in Congress. That system 
formed the leverage of the great rings, the 
chiets of which furnished money to elect Sen- 
ators and Representatives, every dollar of 
which was stolen from the Treasury, and be- 
came an additional tax on the plundered peo- 
ple. Year after year the Republican party de- 
clined in popular favor, and a great majority 
ofthe country, North and South, elected Mr.

Great Contest Between Bogardus 
and Haworth.

Details of the Great Shooting Event for 
the American Championship. 


The all-absorbing topic of conversation 
among the members of both the St. Louis Gun 
and the Sportsmen’s Club for the past week 
has been the match for the championship of 
the United States between Captain W. Bb. Ha- 
worth of Quincy, Ill., and Capt. A. H. Bogar- 
dus, which will be shot to-morrow on the 
groundsof the latter organization on Grand 
avenue. 

The city is at present full of sporting people, 
many of whom were drawn here to witness 


this ‘‘shoot,’’ which they consider a great 
eventinthe annals of shooting. There is no 
coubt but thatit will beone of the mostim 

ortant contests in the sporting records of the 
Vest. The greatest interestiuit is being man- 
ifested, and beiting upon the resultis being 
largely indulged in. Both contestants are 
pretty ciose as far as tne i betting 
is concerned, but this worning several of the 
knowing ones predicted the defeat of Bogar- 
dus. Tuey say that be has not shot under the 
rules laid down for the match to-morrow,and 
that heought to have never accepted Ha- 
worth’s challenge. His triends, however, ap- 
pear confident that he wiil sustain bis reputa- 
tion as - marksman and come 
out of the contest covered with glory. 
After the match with Lucas and 
Price on Wednesday Jast the Captain left the 
city for Elkhart, Lli., but he will return to this 
city to-morrow worning. 

The conditions of the match are as follows: 
Each man is to shoot at 100 wild pigeons. 
twenty-one yerds rise, Il and T plunge traps 
to be used. One barrel only will be allowed to 
be used. The stakes are $100 a side, and the 
match will be governed by Lilinois State rules. 
The shooting will commence at 3:30 
>» Mm. The field rujes of the St. 

uis Sportsmen’s Club will be 
mgidly enfurced, so that perfect order and im- 
munity against accident will be insured. 
Capt. W. W. Judy, of theSt. Louis Sports- 
men’s Chub, and T. H. Burt, of the St. Lonis 
Gun Club, have made ail the arrangements for 
the match and willmwanagethe shoot. Capt. 
Judy has slready procured a fine lot of birds, 
and the indicaticns are that the match will be 
a most interesting and exciting one. 
Pools will be sold On the 
grounds throughout the match. The reason 
that itis thought that Bogardus may lose the 
match is that for some yesrs he has not shot 
according to American rules, but has been 
shooting under the English rules. Besides, he 
has not for some time shot at such a sbort rise 
as twenty-one yards, whereas Capt. Haworth 
is pertectly familiar and has had considerable 
experience «xt that dietance. 

CAPTAIN HAWORTH 

arrived in this city from Quinev, Ill., yester- 
day, and wus found by a POsTt-DISPATC! re- 
porter this morning. lt will be remembered 
that tbe Captain lately defeated the cele- 
brated shot Fred. Erb, making the wonderful 
score of 94 and 96 out of 100, the best ever ré- 
corded ina public match. Captain Haworth 
is a pleasant-speakiug wan of large phystaue, 
and he informed the writer that forafew weeks 
past he had been endeavoring to getupa 
match with Bogardus. ILle wished it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that he was not a ‘‘ profes 
sional,’’ but was abusiness man, being tue 
head of the firu: of contractors and builders 
of Quincy, lil., which was styled Maworth, 
Orr & Hodgdon. Whenever he shot he did 
so from a love of the sport, and it he made his 
expenses, aH weliand good. He had defeated 
Erb twice ana ne telt confident that he could 
now defeat Bogardus. Ile was going to dohbis 
level best in thut direction uny way. For 
thirty dsys with one exception he had not 
locked at his gun, prior to his last match

UOaptain Bogardus, it is said, firstlearned to 
shoot under the same rules as those which will 
govern the match to-morrow. The Captain, 
who has hosts of friends in St. Louis,1s a 
member of the Gun Club of this city, and at 
one time efficiently filied the position of Presi- 
dent of the lllinvis State Sportsmen’s Clakt.

(ne of tbe most anomalous, as well as one 
of the oldest towns in the repuyiic is Marble- 
head, Which is often visited from mere curi- 
osity.

A BIG OPERATION. 


Casting of a a nee Weighing 
160 Tons. | 
Pittsburg Special to Chicago Times. 

The heaviest casting ever attempted in the 
United States was made at the Black Diamond 
Steel Works of Messrs. Park Bros. & Co. to- 
day. It was an anvil block weighing 160 tons. 
The preparations consumed several months 
of labor, and were of the most elaborate kiad. 
These consisted of the building of five cupola 
furnaces sixty feet high and eight feet in 
diameter, lined with fire-brick, and the vital 
breath of which to fuse the metal was furnish- 
ed by five Sturtevant blowers. These blow- 
ers revolved at the rate of 2,000 revolutions 
per minute, giving a pressure of twelve ounces 
per square inch, and drove about 6,000 cubic 
feet of air into each furnace per minute, each 
pipe giving atotal of about 255 pounds of 

ressure. A channel runs facing the cupolas, 

nto which the metal was tapped, 
and gathered into two troughs 
or fountains, whence itisrun into the huge 
mold: this latter, built up on heavy oak foun- 
dation timbers by means of bricks girded by 
heavy iron bands, The inside dimensions of 
the mold were, of course, the exact size of the 
desired biock of iron, its bottom dimensisons 
being eleven feet by eight and ten feet thick. 
The greatest care was taken to thoroughly 
dry the mold and allits surroundisgs, since 
the great source of accident in large castings 
arises from the presence of moisture and coa- 
sequent developinentof steam, Everything 
having been in jsexudiness for *several days 
pas). ii was decided upon by Mr. James Park 
to enter upon the casting process this morn- 
ing, and accoriingiy at 5o’clock the fires 
were started and the cupolas charged wita 
their complement of coke and scrap-iron. At 
6:45 the first metal began to flow, this being 
of the finest quality, as it was to form the top 
ofthe anvil. The charging and emptvinog of 
the furnaces rogrcssed steadily until to- 
wards 12 o’clock (.00n), When the whole fluid 
mass Of iron, Weibing over 160 tons, lay in 
ius bed. Noacvident of any Kind occurred. 
It will be six weeks before the casting will be 
cool enough to move, and it will be four 
months before the great hammer gets to 
work.
